The  Second  New  York  State  Conference  of  Charities  and  Cor- 
rection was  held  in  New  York  city,  November  19,  20,  21,  and  22, 
1901,  the  President  being  Mr.  Robert  W.  de  Forest,  President  of 
The  Charity  Organization  Society  of  the  City  of  New  York. 

There  was  a  large  attendance  of  men  and  women,  representing 
the  public  and  the  private  charitable  and  correctional  institu- 
tions of  the  State,  over  500  delegates  having  registered  during 

the  session  of  the  Conference. 

The  Third  Conference  is  to  be  held  in  the  Senate  Chamber  in 
the  Capitol,  at  Albany,  on  November  18,  19,  and  20,  1902,  im- 
der  the  presidency  of  Hon.  William  Ehinelander  Stewart,  Presi- 
dent of  the  State  Board  of  Charities.

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Those  who  are  workers  in  the  great  cause  of  charity,  of  whom 
this  audience  is  so  largely  composed,  have  long  ago  realized  that 
benevolence,  mere  "  well  wishing,"  is  not  true  charity,  that  true 
charity  in  its  practice  calls  quite  as  much  for  qualities  of  the 
head  as  of  the  heart,  and  it  is  as  one  who  holds  that  belief  speak- 
ing to  those  who  also  hold  that  belief  and  have  long  acted  upon 
it,  as  this  Conference  and  Conferences  of  this  kind  which  have 
preceded  it  testify,  that  I  have  the  honor  of  opening  the  Second 
New  York  State  Conference  of  Charities  and  Correction. 

The  first  gentleman  whom  I  have  the  honor  to  present  to  you 
is  the  Chairman  of  our  Local  Committee,  a  gentleman  long  known 
in  works  of  benevolence,  not  only  of  the  heart  but  of  the  head, 
a  gentleman  who  for  years  past  has  been  devoting  himself  con- 
scientiously and  continuously  to  what  is  perhaps  the  highest 
sphere  of  charity,  municipal  good  government;  one  who  is  Chair- 
man and  he.ad  of  the  Citizens'  Union,  and  who,  except  for  his 
own  modesty,  would  to-day  have  been  Mayor  of  this  great  city. 
I  take  pleasure  in  introducing  the  Chairman  of  our  Local  Com- 
mittee, Mr.  R.  Fulton  Cutting. 

ADDRESS  OF  R.  FULTON  CUTTING. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen:  It  is  with  great  pleasure 
that  I  welcome  all  of  you  here  to  New  York.  We  expect  a  great 
deal  from  those  of  you  who  come  from  centers  where  population 
is  not  as  dense  as  it  is  with  us,  from  the  views  of  men  and  women 
less  discouraged  by  the  somewhat  depressing  problems  that  sur- 
round us  in  our  efforts  to  better  the  condition  of  the  poor.  Those 
who  come  to  the  great  cities  expect  to  receive  a  great  deal. 
Influences  that  will  make  us  more  intelligent  in  trying  to  grapple 
with  these  great  problems  kindle  us,  and,  shunning  rivalries,  we 
learn  what  you  are  doing  elsewhere.  We  expect  a  great  deal  be- 
cause there  are  so  many  ladies  with  us  here.  Of  course  those 
of  us  who  are  married  have  long  ago  learned  that  the  greatest 
part  of  the  intelligence  of  our  family  resides  with  the  wife,  but 
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ing  to  have  with  us  the  Governor  of  our  State,  and  there  is 
special  reason  why  we  citizens  of  New  York  city  who  are  en- 
gaged in  the  cause  of  charity  should  welcome  him.  Among  all 
those  who  have  labored  together  in  the  great  work  of  tenement- 
house  reform  and  have  done  most  to  bring  into  force  the  present 
revised  and  reformed  tenement  code,  the  chief  is  Benjamin  B. 
Odell,  Jr.,  Governor  of  this  State. 

ADDRESS  OF  GOVERNOR  ODELL. 

Mr.  President,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen  of  the  New  York  Confer- 
ence of  Charities  and  Correction: 

The  very  kind  words  spoken  by  your  President  I  am  sure  are 
greatly  undeserved.  I  hold  it  to  be  every  man's  duty,  wherever 
he  may  be  placed  in  life,  whether  it  be  in  business  or  in  politics, 
to  perform  thoroughly,  conscientiously  and  honestly  the  duties 
that  have  been  intrusted  to  him.  n  in  the  performance  of  my 
duty  as  Chief  Executive  of  this  State  I  have  merited  the  approval 
of  the  charitably  disposed  people  of  this  State,  I  am  glad  of  it, 
but  I  deserve  no  more  praise  for  the  work  that  I  have  done  than 
the  humblest  worker  in  the  cause. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  meet  with  those  who  devote  a  part  of  their 
lives  to  the  amelioration  of  the  poor,  to  the  rescue  of  the  un- 
fortunate and  to  the  care  of  those  upon  whom  has  fallen  the 
hea%7  hand  of  penury  and  want.  There  is  no  State,  no  country 
where  the  sympathies  of  the  people  are  more  easily  aroused  in 
behalf  of  the  unf ortxmate  or  where  the  wealth  of  our  citizens  is 
placed  at  the  disposal  of  worthy  charities  to  such  an  extent  as  in 
the  State  of  New  York.  And  it  is  right  that  at  times  we  should 
throw  aside  business  cares  and  official  functions  to  meet  and 
exchange  congratulations  upon  work  accomplished,  and  to  resolve 
that  each  success  shall  be  but  an  incentive  for  still  greater 
performance. 

There  is,  perhaps,  no  home  secure  against  the  invasion  of 
disease  that  may  rob  some  of  our  loved  ones  of  their  intelligence,

entirely  on  pauper  help.  This  is  especially  applicable  to  the  care 
of  the  sick.  The  peace  of  mind  and  comfort  of  a  sick  person, 
especially  the  chronic  sick,  are  largely  a  matter  of  trust  and  con- 
fidence in  the  physician  and  attendants,  and  although  some  of  the 
inmates  are  really  kind  and  helpful  in  their  care  of  the  sick,  the 
best  of  them  cannot  inspire  confidence  and  give  to  the  patient  that 
feeling  of  respect  and  sense  of  security  that  will  be  imparted  by  a 
paid,  trained,  uniformed  nurse.  Though  some  counties  have  pro- 
vided ample  accommodation  for  the  sick  poor  by  erecting  separate 
hospital  buildings,  there  is  much  to  be  desired  in  this  respect  in 
a  number  of  localities. 

The  proper  classification  of  destitute  adults  is  undoubtedly  the 
most  important  question  relating  to  our  public  institutions  devoted 
to  their  care.  A  complete  separation  has  been  made  of  the  sexes 
and  of  the  sane  from  the  insane;  a  more  or  less  satisfactory 
separation  of  the  sick  from  the  well  and  of  the  workers  from  the 
non-workers  has  been  accomplished,  and  theoretically  the  two 
special  classes  of  epileptics  and  idiots  are  now  provided  for  in 
State  institutions  established  to  give  to  these  most  unfortunate 
people  the  benefit  of  the  very  best  expert  medical  care  and  treat- 
ment; but,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  large  numbers  of  epileptics  and 
idiots  are  still  in  the  almshouses. 

In  the  matter  of  the  epileptics,  the  strong  insistence  of  relatives 
and  neighboring  friends,  of  patients  living  in  the  community  out- 
side the  almshouse,  that  they  be  allowed  to  receive  the  treatment 
at  Craig  Colony  for  epileptics  has  resulted  in  leaving  in  the  alms- 
houses the  most  helpless  and  difficult  class  of  patients  to  care  for. 
In  view  of  the  disturbing  influence  of  these  two  classes  on  the 
administration  of  our  almshouses,  and  that  thev  mav  all  receive 
the  benefit  of  the  scientific  and  eminentlv  satisfactorv  care  and 
treatment  provided  by  the  State  for  a  limited  number,  it  is  ear- 
nestly hoped  that  our  next  Legislature  will  make  ample  provision 
for  the  Craig  Colony  at  Sonyea   and  for  the  Rome  Custodial

If  so  many  immigrants  actually  in  pauperism  or  verging  upon 
pauperism  were  not  admitted  to  the  United  States  we  should  have 
a  smaller  census  in  the  almshouse. 

Another  interesting  table  shows  the  causes  of  pauperism  of  those 
admitted  in  1900:

Out  of  2,036,  2,729  were  admitted  for  destitution,  97  were  blind, 
4  were  deaf  and  dumb  and  106  were  afflicted  with  sickness.  The 
2,729  admitted  for  destitution  were  not  sick  bodily  or  mentally. 
They  were  just  helpless  and  without  any  other  place  to  go.  And 
they  were  helpless  in  the  main  because  they  had  yielded  to  an  ap- 
petite for  drink  until  long-suffering  friends  could  not  longer  bear 
the  burden  of  their  existence  and  had,  in  self-protection,  to  turn 
them  over  to  the  city.  It  is  not  within  the  province  of  this  paper  to 
say  how  many  of  those  persons  could  have  been  made  self-respect- 
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that  still  are  to  be  found  in  many  of  the  inmates  and  are  moral 
rather  than  physicaL  To  the  average  inmate  of  the  almshouse 
the  preferred  pl^ce  for  lodging  is  that  which  is  nearest  to  the 

dining-room.     As  other  qualities  decrease  in  man  selfishness  in- 

• 

creases,  and  as  the  moral  sense  becomes  blunted  and  dies  away 
the  merely  animal  instincts  dominate  the  individual.  Therefore 
it  is  not  infrequently  the  case  that  we  find  in  the  almshouse  a 
creature  bearing  the  semblance  of  a  himian  being  who  is  merely 
a  pushing,  grunting  swine.  But  the  majority  of  the  inmates  are 
not  such.  In  varied  degrees  they  retain  those  finer  and  gentler 
qualities  that  distinguish  man  from  the  brute,  and  some  of  them 
even  in  all  their  adversity  retain  the  impulses  and  the  bearing  of 
ladies  and  gentlemen.  It  may  seem  odd  to  speak  of  ladies  and 
gentlemen  in  the  almshouse,  but  I  assure  you  that  I  know  some 
that  are  there  whose  respect  for  themselves  and  consideration  for 
others  entitle  them  to  be  designated  as  ladies  and  gentlemen.  It 
is  for  these  and  such  as  approximate  their  moral  condition  that 
there  should  be  further  segregation  in  the  almshouse. 

In  the  approaching  consolidation  of  the  public  charities  of  all 
the  boroughs  under  one  Commissioner  will  be  found  an  oppor- 
tunity such  as  has  never  existed  before  to  further  this  scheme 
of  segregation.  With  the  Blackwell's  Island  Almshouse  and  all 
its  buildings,  the  Flatbush  Almshouse  and  its  various  accommoda- 
tions and  the  Richmond  County  Poor  Farm  there  can  be  such 
segregation  that  all  the  major  moral  horrors  of  the  almshouse 
system  can  be  eliminated.  The  most  of  the  people  who  are  in 
the  almshouse  are  there  for  the  rest  of  their  lives.  They  are 
looking  for  the  comfort  not  only  of  surroundings  but  of  com- 
panionship. Why  should  this  be  denied  them^  Why  should  not 
all  the  inmates  of  the  almshouse  who  are  not  segregated  according 
to  their  physical  condition  be  segregated  according  to  their  moral 
condition?  Why  should  a  person  of  clean  mind  be  compelled 
to  live  the  whole  remainder  of  his  or  her  life  v\ath  a  person  of 
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So,  while  I  think  it  would  be  an  ftdmirable  thing  if  we  might 
have  homes  for  aged  couples,  I  think,  perhaps,  even  in  the  city 
of  New  York,  large  as  it  is,  there  would  be  little  call  and  use  for 

» 

a  separate  room  for  couples. 

There  is  one  other  thing  that  has  been  mentioned,  that  is,  kind 
attendants.  You  can  go  around  the  different  wards  in  the  alms- 
house on  BlackwelPs  Island  and  you  can  tell  by  the  contentedness 
of  the  people  what  sort  of  an  orderly  or  what  sort  of  a  nurse 
you  have  there.  You  go  into  a  ward  where  everybody  is 
troubled  and  discontented  and  grumbling,  you  may  be  sure  that 
the  fault  is  with  the  people  that  have  charge  of  it;  and  you  go 
into  a  ward  where  the  people  are  all  contented  and  seem  to  enjoy 
the  life  that  they  live  there,  you  may  be  sure  they  have  a 
good  orderly  and  a  good  nurse.  We  use  some  care  in  our  alms- 
house, but  we  might  use  more  care,  perhaps,  than  we  do,  in  get- 
ting humane  orderlies  and  humane  nurses  to  look  after  these  poor 
people. 

Rev.  John  J.  Munro,  Chaplain  at  the.  Tombs. —  I  believe 
that  the  question  of  the  almshouse,  or  rather  the  great  army  of 
dependents  that  fill  the  almshouse,  and  its  solution  is  the  solution 
of  the  American  saloon.  Close  the  saloon  and  you  in  a  large 
measure  close  the  almshouse.  Two-thirds  of  those  people  who 
become  so  unfortunate  as  to  be  compelled  to  spend  their  after  life 
in  this  halfway  house  to  Potter's  Field  go  there  because  of  the 
lives  they  have  lived.  I  put  my  figures  low  when  I  say  that  two- 
thirds  of  those  people  who  spend  their  last  days  in  the  poorhouse 
do  so  because  of  strong  drink. 

I  was  especially  interested  in  the  high  moral  tone  in  the  paper 
presented  by  Commissioner  Keller.  It  is  certainly  one  of  the 
encouraging  signs  of  the  times.  I  think  the  time  has  come  for 
us  to  trace  back  the  pauper  problem  to  its  core  and  if  possible 
prevent  people  from  going  to  the  almshouse,  by  taking  away  the 
cause  or  causes  that  send  them  there.     As  a  taxpayer's  problem,

the  charms  of  youth  pass  away.  The  \nrtiious,  the  gentle  by 
nature  and  by  development,  increase  in  charm  as  years  refine  out 
the  animal  and  develop  the  spiritual.  These  endless  variations  in 
character  suggest  that  the  old  cannot  be  considered  in  mass,  and 
that  for  convenience  of  treatment  we  must  at  least  group  them  into 
classes. 

It  is  not  a  normal  condition  of  societv  which  has  homeless  old 

« 

people,  as  a  feature,  growing  more  and  more  conspicuous.  The 
social  unit  is  the  family,  and  in  the  normal  family  there  is  pro- 
vision for  all  —  grandfather  and  grandmother,  parents,  children 
and  grandchildren,  and  plenty  of  room  for  each  —  so  that  there 
are  no  homeless  children  and  no  homeless  grandparents.  As  one 
conspicuous  feature  of  modem  society  is  the  great  number  of 
homeless  aged,  a  still  more  notable  mark  is  the  decrease  of  family 
life.  One  accounts  for  the  other.  Where  there  are  no  children, 
there  is  no  family;  and  where  there  is  no  family,  there  is  no 
chimney  comer  for  the  aged;  there  are  no  grandfathers  and 
grandmothers  because  there  are  no  fathers  and  mothers. 

Let  us  go  a  step  farther  back  and  inquire  of  our  experience 
why  there  are  not  fathers  and  mothers  as  plenty  as  of  yore,  say, 
for  convenience  and  modesty's  sake,  a  century  ago.  The  answer 
is  that  the  standards  have  changed.  The  members  of  society  have, 
in  a  very  large  measure,  different  ideals,  and  consequently  differ- 
ent pursuits,  from  the  simple-minded  persons  who  fought  for 
American  independence.  Vital  energy  is  spent  in  far  different 
causes  than  in  perpetuating  the  human  race.  This  is  one  of  the 
chief  causes  of  the  increase  of  the  dependent  aged. 

Some  one  said  to  me  that  Dr.  S.  Weir  Mitchell  said,  "  Show  me 
the  honor  graduate  of  a  woman's  college,  and  T  will  show  you  a 
woman  wrecked  mentally  and  physically."  Whether  he  said  it 
or  not  is'  immaterial,  for  it  is  a  very  clearly  established  law^  that 
the  more  a  woman  is  educated,  the  fewer  chances  she  has  for  being 
a  mother.    A  woman  Ph.  D.  has  about  ten  to  one  fewer  chances  of 
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In  that  way  I  think  we  will  see  more  clearly  the  necessity  for 
private  homes  for  the  aged. 

You  have  heard  Dr.  Hill  this  morning.  In  studying  up  this 
subject  I  came  across  something  which  he  said  so  well  about 
almshouses  at  the  meeting  of  the  County  Superintendents  of  the 
Poor  in  June  that  I  am  going  to  read  it  to  you:  "  Classification 
by  character  cau  be  carried  out  successfully  in  many  of  our  alms- 
houses where  buildings  are  numerous,  and  in  some  whose  single 
building  is  large  enough  and  so  arranged  as  to  permit  of  extensive 
classification.  Why  should  a  woman  who  in  her  declining  days 
is  left  a  poor  widow,  bereft  of  children  or  friends,  forced  by 
poverty  that  is  not  of  her  own  making  to  apply  for  refuge  in  the 
almshouse,  be  compelled  to  pass  her  last  days  in  constant  asso- 
elation  with  the  diseased  wrecks  of  a  life  of  debaucherv?  Her 
own  home  life  was  pure,  her  chosen  associations  clean  and  uplift- 
ing, all  her  impulses  toward  goodness  and  virtue,  yet  when  sor^ 
rows  have  multiplied  upon  her  head  and  misfortune  has  taken 
away  her  help,  she  is  placed  not  only  in  the  same  building,  but 
often  in  tlie  same  room  with  drunken  harridans  and  obscene 
strumpets  sent  by  some  thoughtless  justice  of  the  peace  to  the 
almshouse  that  the  village  streets  may  be  free  of  their  foulness." 

At  the  same  meeting  Mr.  (ieorge  Blair  discussed  this  matter, 
as  I  think,  very  well.  He  said:  **  If  I  stand  alone,  I  shall  ever 
continue  to  advocate  the  organization  in  this  State  of  a  home,  or 
several  homes,  which  will  house  the  respectable  poor.  I  tell  you 
it  is  an  outrage  upon  the  self-respecting  people  of  this  State  who 
thjough  misfortune  arjp  obliged  to  come  to  the  State  to  ask  for 
support  that  tlnH^e  who  have  gi\^n  the  best  of  their  lives  to  con- 
tributing their  share  to  the  support  of  the  State  are  to  be  made 
inmates  of  the  almshouse  in  this  or  anv  other  State  in  the  Union. 
This  is  a  great  subject  and  an  intert*sting  one,  and  we  should  ever 
uphold  before  those  who  are  engaged  in  this  work  that  the  un- 
fortunate aged  are  entitled  to  separation,  and  that  they  should  not 
be  thrown  in  contact  with  confirmed  paupers." 
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Both  of  these  men  are  experts  on  the  subject  on  which  they 
sDoke. 

I  recently  paid  a  visit  to  the  ahnshouse  on  Blackwell's  Island 
in  order  to  see  for  myself  and  to  consider  what  kind  of  a  home 
it  is  for  aged  persons.  I  found  there  a  model  almshouse,  and 
at  the  head  of  it  a  competent  Superintendent.  I  went  there  un- 
officially and  without  notice  and  found  everything  in  the  best 
order;  everything  was  just  as  good  as  it  could  be  arranged  under 
the  circumstances.  I  found  there  several  buildings,  and  in  them 
there  were  rooms  for  men  and  rooms  for  women.  You  walked 
through  a  room  and  there  would  be  a  space  about  ten  feet  be- 
tween the  ends  of  two  rows  of  beds.  Alongside  of  each  bed  there 
was  just  room  for  a  chair,  so  that  the  home  which  each  aged  per- 
son had  was  about  three  feet  by  nine,  just  space  for  sitting  down 
and  room  for  a  bed,  and  yet  so  strong  was  the  instinct  of  home 
and  the  desire  for  home  life  on  the  part  of  some  of  those  poor 
people  that  little  altars  were  erected  between  those  beds,  and  that 
wrfa  the  onlv  touch  of  home  there  was  about  the  whole  institu- 
tion  —  the  erection  of  this  little  altar  with  a  statue  on  it. 

There  was  in  one  of  these  beds  —  I  do  not  say  this  as  a  par- 
ticular criticism  on  the  institution,  I  use  this  onlv  as  a  matter  of 
illustration  —  there  was  in  one  of  these  beds  a  woman  whom  we 
were  told  had  been  bedridden  for  about  thirtv  vears.  She  was 
lying  there  perfectly  helpless,  and  yet  the  people  alongside  of  her 
were  sitting  up  and  trying  to  get  as  much  out  of  their  narrow 
surroundings  as  they  possibly  could.  From  my  point  of  \'iew  it 
was  not  right  to  have  that  woman  there. 

If  we  knew  the  daily  lives  of  these  people  it  seems  to  me  it 
would  be  possible  to  make  some  better  classification  than  was 
made  there.  What  I  saw  there  was  probably  good  enough  and 
maybe  too  good  for  some  of  the  persons  who  were  there,  but  we 
cannot  claim  that  all  the  inmates  of  that  almshouse  or  all  the  in- 
mates of  any  almshouse  are  to  blame  for  their  condition.  On  the 
contrary,  at  this  very  meeting  of  the  Superintendents  of  the  Poor

Mrs.  Lowell. —  I  will  say  I  did  not  write  it.  The  Com- 
mittee is  responsible  for  that. 

Father  Doyle. —  Mrs.  Lowell's  name  was  to  it,  and  it  is  a 
document  that  ought  to  be  read  by  every  charity  worker.  It  af- 
finns  just  these  thin^  that  I  have  been  suggesting,  the  necessity 
of  preserving  the  family;  and  for  this  reason  I  say  it  partakes 
very  much  of  the  nature  of  an  inspired  document. 

And  furthermore  —  and  in  a  few  words  I  am  through  -j—  we  find 
in  the  work  of  the  St.  Vincent  de  Paul  Soeietv  that  the  trained 
worker,  working  under  the  agencies  of  religion,  going  into  the 
family  with  the  message  of  a  religious  association,  brings  with 
him  not  mercenary  charity,  he  brings  temporal  relief,  he  brings 
also  spiritual  relief  at  the  same  time  and  he  brings  that  relief  in 
such  a  way  that  there  is  no  tendency  either  to  pauperize  or  to  de- 
grade. 

Going  in  the  name  of  religion  the  worker  goes  to  seek  out  the 
poor  like  a  representative  of  the  Christ;  he  goes,  like  a  good 
Samaritan,  to  lift  up  the  one  that  has  fallen  by  the  way;  he  goes 
and  he  takes  with  him  in  his  hand  the  spiritual  and  temporal 
blessings,  and  charity  like  this  always  blesses  both  the  giver  and 
the  receiver. 

And  now  one  word  more  and  that  is  this :  in  this  great  city  the 
struggle  for  life  is  fierce,  the  8tri\Hing  for  existence  is  keen,  and 
there  is  too  strong  a  tendency  to  institutionize,  to  cast  the  weaker 
elements  aside  into  institutions  to  the  detriment  of  the  familv;  and 
sometimes,  where  overhelp  is  given  to  institutions,  institutions  are 
only  too  ready  to  open  their  doors  to  those  who  should  not  have 
been  taken  at  all  from  the  families.  I  remember  some  years  ago, 
when  I  was  a  younger  priest,  a  great  many  years  ago,  when  I  did 
not  have  the  experience  I  have  now, —  I  remember  a  poor  woman 
coming  to  me,  a  widow  woman  with  a  child,  and  she  wanted  the 
child  "  put  away."  With  the  lack  of  experience  at  that  time  I 
gave  her  a  letter  to  the  judge,  begging  that  the  child  be  committed,

Mr.  Fkedekic  Almy. —  I  have  hardly  time  to  arrange  my 
thought  clearly,  there  i^  s<»  nuieh  I  should  like  to  say.  The 
laat  fcf^eaker  raid.  "  Shall  the  w«»rk  r.f  charity  be  done  by  a 
diffuse^l  body,  the  Church,  or  by  a  centralized  body,  the  charity 
organization  society  ( ''  Why  may  not  the  diffused  body  become 
W:ntralized  through  the  charily  organization  society  as  we  try 
to  have  it  in  Buffalo  ?  The  sr>ciety  alone  can  do  so  little.  All  it 
can  do  i--  by  cooperation.  One  of  its  functions,  almost  equal  with 
the  relief  of  the  poor,  is  the  education  of  the  community  in  char- 
itahhf  work.  This  can  be  done  by  reaching  out  to  many  others 
and  giving  the  message  of  modem  intelligent  charity.     We  hope 
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State  prison^  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  a  reformatory  waa  and 
is  needed  and  a  State  prison  was  not.

It  would  be  singularly  unjust  in  a  report  upon  "  Politics  in 
Penal  and  Charitable  Institutions  "  to  ignore  the  great  influence 
exercised  during  the  past  generation  in  opposition  to  the  "  spoils 
system  "  in  these  institutions  as  well  as  throughout  the  whole 
system  of  government  in  this  State,  by  the  handful  of  civil  service 
reformers  who  in  season  and  out  of  season  have  contended  for 
honesty  and  efficiency  in  the  public  service  of  the  State  and  its 
various  divisions. 

The  law  of  1883,  signed  by  Governor  Cleveland,  acted  for  many 
years  as  a  defense  against  the  politicians  and  as  a  means  of  edu- 
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are  under  the  control  of  the  State  Superintendent  of  Prisons,  who 
is  a  constitutional  officer,  section  4  of  article  V  providing  as  fol- 
lows: "  A  superintendent  of  state  prisons  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  governor,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  senate, 
and  hold  his  office  for  five  years  unless  sooner  removed;  he  shall 
give  security  in  such  amount,  and  with  such  sureties  as  shall  be 
required  by  law  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties;  he  shall 
have  the  superintendence,  management  and  control  of  state  pris- 
ons, subject  to  such  laws  as  now  exist  or  may  hereafter  be  enacted; 
he  shall  appoint  the  agents,  wardens,  physicians  and  chaplains  of 
the  prisons. 

"The  agent  and  warden  of  each  prison  shall  appoint  all  other 
officers  of  such  prison,  except  the  clerk,  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  same  by  the  superintendent.  The  comptroller  shall  appoint 
the  clerks  of  the  prisons.  The  superintendent  shall  have  all  the 
powers  and  perform  all  the  duties  not  inconsistent  herewith,  which 
were  formerly  had  and  performed  by  the  inspectors  of  state  pris- 
ons. The  governor  may  remove  the  superintendent  for  cause 
at  any  time,  giving  him  a  copy  of  the  charges  against  him  and  an 
opportunity  to  be  heard  in  his  defense.''  The  superintendent  has 
always  been  chosen  from  the  dominant  party. 

According  to  the  report  of  the  State  Civil  Service  Commission 
to  the  Legislature  of  11)00,  the  last  report  published,  the  exempt 
class  in  the  State  prisons  includes  the  ii,::;eiit  and  warden,  and  the 
chaplains.  In  the  e<»mj>etitive  ela>s  are  rlie  keej)ers,  the  guards 
and  practically  all  of  the  other  employ (-s  above  the  grade  of 
laborer.  Out  of  a  total  of  300  emjdoyes  in  the  classified  ser\'ice, 
named  in  the  report  of  the  Coniniission,  •2\i[  held  competitive 
positions.  Theie  has  been  comi)ara lively  little  C']mn^o  sinee  that 
time. 

In  the  hospitals  for  the  criminal  insane  at  Matteawan  and 
Dannemora,  none  are  in  the  exempt  class,  20  officers  and  em- 
ployes are  in  the  competitive  class,  and  152  low  salaried  em- 
ployes are  in  the  non-competitive  class.

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had  to  have  a  joint  and  a  special  fund,  the  first  to  be  used  to  pay 
old  age,  invalidity  pensions,  etc.  It  is  hoped  that,  through  this 
means,  the  above  state  of  affairs  will  be  done  awav  with.   * 

It  is  impossible  here  to  discuss  the  Invalidity  Law  in  detail. 
Of  interest,  however,  particularly  in  view  of  the  |>o68ibiUty 
of  introducing  a  similar  system  in  the  United  States,  are  the  pre- 
miums which  must  be  paid  by  the  various  classes  of  insured,  and 
the  invalidity  and  old  age  pensions  which  are  paid  to  each  class. 

Invalidity  pension  is  paid  without  regard  to  the  age  of  the  ap- 
plicant, if  i>ermanently  incapacitated  for  work;  old  age  pen- 
sion to  any  one  who  has  reached  his  seventieth  year.  By  incapac- 
itv  is  understood  the  inabilitv  to  earn  one-thinl  as  much  as  anv 
other  individual  can  earn  under  similar  conditions  in  the  same 
place,  and  at  the  same  trade. 

Xo  one,  however,  is  entitled  to  an  invalidity  pension  who  has 
not  paid  at  least  100  weekly  premiums,  and  who  has  not  waited 
200  premium  weeks.  When  the  payment  is  less  than  above,  ap- 
plicant must  wait  500  ])remium  weeks.  For  ohl  age  pension,  1,200 
premium  weeks  must  have  passed. 

The  premium  payments  are  as  follows: 

Class  1,  14  pf.  weekly. 
Class  2,  20  pf.  weekly. 
Class  3,  24  pf.  weekly. 
Class  4,  30  pf.  weekly. 
Class  5,  36  pf.  weekly. 

The  various  classes  are  as  follows: 

Class  1,  earning  up  to  350  marks  [>er  annum. 

Class  2,  earning  350  to  550  marks  jxtr  annum. 

Class  3,  earning  550  to  850  marks  per  annum. 

Class  4,  earning  850  to  1,150  marks  per  annum. 

Class  5,  earning  above  1,150  marks  {>er  annum. 
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The  gravamen  of  this  statement  does  not  lie  in  the  fact  of  the 
seduction,  but  in  the  possibility  of  its  occurring  without  the  knowl- 
edge of  the  agents  who  are,  finally,  responsible  to  the  public. 

Xow,  according  to  the  last  report  of  the  State  Charities  Aid 
Association,  there  have  been  from  1875  to  1899,  inclusive,  32,632 
children  placed  out. 

What  proportion  of  these  are  still  dependent,  and  what  propor- 
tion are  beyond  the  borders  of  our  State,  I  have  no  means  of  know- 
ing.    Yet  these  data  are  of  very  great  importance. 

In  the  last  six  years  7,466  were  placed  out.  It  is  reasonable  to 
assume  that  few  of  these  have  now  reached  the  self-supporting  age. 
Xow,  of  the  669  children  placed  out  in  1899  by  the  special  asso- 
ciations named  (and  the  figures  given  by  the  State  Charities 
Aid  Board,  already  quoted  by  me,  do  not,  I  understand,  include  the 
operations  of  these  societies),  187,  or  28  per  cent,  were  placed 
beyond  the  borders  of  our  State.  These  figures  do  not  afford  any 
reliable  data  for  forming  an  estimate,  but  taking  their  proportion 
as  a  rough  basis,  I  assume  that  there  were  about  11,000  still 
dependent  children  placed  in  the  last  six  years,  of  whom  some  3,000 
are  in  distant  States. 

Inquiry,  which  has  been  very  imperfect,  has  shown  that  there 
is  no  system  of  supervision  adopted  by  these  various  iiLstitutions 
which  can  be  described  as  adequate,  either  for  those  placed  out 
within  or  bevond  the  State. 

If,  in  what  I  am  now  about  to  set  before  you,  I  tax  your 
patience  somewhat,  I  feel  that  my  subject  is  of  such  great  im- 
portance that  apology  is  scarcely  needed.  Yet  I  hope  you  will 
bear  patiently  with  me  if  I  prove  a  little  prolix. 

What  are  the  due  principles  of  satisfactory  supervision  of  a  sys- 
tem of  placing-out? 

1.  There  iflust  be  the  most  rigorous  inspection  and  the  most  sus- 
picious inquiry  as  to  the  conditions  of  the  proposed  fo?tor-homes, 
and  as  to  the  motives  of  the  applicanls  for  State  children. 

2.  There  must  be  regular  visits  of  competent  inspectors,  whose 
reports  must  in  turn  be  scrutinized  by  competent  and  independent 

officials. 
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The  moral  development  of  the  convict  is  first  of  all  depondont 
upon  the  character  and  bearing  of  the  officers  of  each  institution. 
Doubtless,  it  is  not  easy  to  be  an  officer  of  a  prison,  and  to  pre- 
serve the  finer  instincts  unblunted  by  contact  \nth  the  criminal 
classes;  but  the  moral  impress  can  be  made  only  by  officials  of 
high  ideals  and  moral  worth.  The  tone  given  to  an  institution 
by  the  personnel  of  the  officers  thus  l>ec<)mcs  the  chi(»f  factor  in 
the  moral  development  of  the  convict. 

Employment. 

Prisoners  should  be  employed  at  some  productive  labor.  Such 
employment  cultivates  in  the  prisoners  habits  of  industry,  and 
keeps  them  in  a  healthy  physical  condition,  so  that  on  their 
release  they  are  able  to  engage  in  physical  labor.  It  is  fair  to 
the  taxpayers  that  these  offenders  be  required  to  contribute  some- 
thing toward  their  support,  and  receive  training  in  some  ocrcupa- 
tion  that  will  help  them  to  l)e  self-supporting  after  their  release. 
This  labor  should  be  lx>th  productive  and  erJucative.  Hiiaiii 
labor^  like  treadwheels,  has,  whenever  tried,  proved  a  failure. 
The  value  of  this  labor  should  lie  reckoned  not  ho  much  by  what 
the  prisoner  produces  as  by  what  he  learns  to  produce.  Hotli 
hand  and  machine  labor  should  l>e  taught.  We  live  in  the  age 
of  machinery'.  Hence,  it  is  imfi^irtant  for  priiton^-r^^,  in  ord^T  Ut 
meet  the  necessities  which  will  confront  them  on  releasee,  U9  know 
how  to  work  in  an  industrial  j*bop  where  the  chief  part  of  the 
labor  is  performed  with  machinery.
